In 1862, Congress passed a law,, 
known as the Land Grant Act, 
which gave to the state, for each 
senator and representative in Con¬ 
gress, certain tracts of land, the 
proceeds of which were to be used 
for the establishment and main¬ 
tenance of a college. -7 
Maine wisely, accepted this gift 
by an act. of its’own-legislature, 
and in 1865 a board of trustees'were 
appointed with power to establish 
and maintain such a college as the 
Act of Congress provided.
